Over Seventy of Lincoln 


Hall Boys Ordered to 
Take Departure. 


University discipline has 
reached 


another "crisis." This time it Is a 
pretty serious one. 
Some days ago 


President Stubbs issued 
a mandate 


that all the students on the hill must 
remain in quarantine until the so-call- 
ed smallpox had ceased to develop. 
The students -who live down town were 
also ordered to remain in their homes 
or lodging houses except for their Jour- 
neyings to and from the class rooms. 


This caused several of the students 


to quit. Eater a few of them went be- 
yond the prescribed bounds and were 
promptly dismissed from the college. 
The students of Lincoln hall got their 
Ire up and lifted the quarantine. Slxty- 
flve more were expelled. 
The 
boys 


came down town and talked the matter 
over among themselves, making no 
demonstrations. A committee of cit- 
izens, consisting of Dr. Thoma, Gen- 
eral Turrlttln and Senator Summer- 
field went up on the hill and talked 
the matter over with Dr. Stubbs and 
the faculty. A meeting was held which 
lasted late into the night. What con- 
clusions were arrived at will not be 
known until this morning. 


A number of the students left last 


night'for their homes in various parts 
of the State. Even if the faculty de- 
cide to take the boys back the attend- 
ance will be badly decimated for the 
balance of the term. 


It Is a matter of regret that these 


questions of wholesale discipline and 
lump expulsions come up. No "matter 
where the faculty may lie, it remains 
an unfortunate condition of affairs. 
The University of Nevada Is nobly sup- 
ported by the taxpayers of the State 
and the spirit of co-operation should 
exist between governors and governed
